Little Rock, May 4.—A movement to 


bring into the coal mining district an 
armed body of men to take the places

"attention of Governor Jones. 


He has given instructions to state 


authorities to summon every ablebod- 


le(l man in Sebastian county if neces- 
sary to enforce the injunction of Judge 
Howe. All such armed men are to he 
met at the state line and placed under 
arrest, as are also those who supply 
the arms. Mine operators will also be 
arrested by state authorities when they 
attempt to bring In armed laborers un- 
der the protection of deputy marshals. 


The injunctions issued by the state 


and federal courts are in direct conflict 
and the governor regards the situation 
as critical. He is determined that the 
writ of the state court shall be carried 
out, and if necessary will go to the 
mining district in person and direct 
the carrying out of the court's order, 
which he believes to be the only way 
in which bloodshed can be averted. 
The strikers are armed, and a sanguin- 
ary conflict is said to be the inevitable 
if nonunion men are imported. 


Imported Miners. 


DCS Moines, la., May 4.—One hundred 


negro miners arrived from Indian ter- 
ritory. They refused to go to work, 
being union men, but if they attempt 
to go in there will be a clash.

Factory Xaspector Tells of Sweat Shop* 


• no* Dhlld I.ubor In Chicago. 


Washington, May 4.—After a brief 


recess public hearing was resumed be- 
fore the industrial commission. 


The first witness was Florence Kel- 


ley, for four years chief factory in- 
spector of Illinois. Her statement dealt 
particularly with sweatshops in Chi- 
cago. She painted the picture in dark 
colors. Of the 200,000 factory workers 
in Illinois, she said 
150,000 were in 


Cook county. Practically all the ready- 
made clothing and much of the- so-call- 
ed merchant tailor work of the city 
was sweat-shop work, pure and simple. 
The conditions surrounding the works 
were unsanitary and 
harmful in a 


marked degree. 


Child labor was also used in direct 


defiance of the 14-year age limit in 
force in the state. She said the em- 
ployers had no difficulty in evading this 
law and securing age certificates for 
the children. Many o£ these little ones, 
'she declared, r worked for the first year 
for nothing, with the promise of a dol- 
lar a week at the end of that time, and 
ultimately §3 to $4 per week when they 
had reached the top of the ladder In 
their line. She strongly advocated the 
passage of a law similar in its general 
provisions to the Sulzer act, now in 
force in New York. 


Penniless' Suldiers. 


San Juan de Porto Rico,May 4.—Sev- 


eral hundred ^soldiers who were dis- 
charged from''the United States army 
three weeks ago are awaiting transpor- 
tation home. They are without funds, 
and are becoming much exasperated 
over the delay.
